A. In June 1977, a female soldier, Specialist Marie 
Sode of San Diego, Cal., appeared at an administra¬ 
tive hearing at Ft. Rucker, Ala., where it was recom¬ 
mended that she be honorably discharged from the 
U.S. Army because of '"homosexual tendencies." 
Army authorities claimed that Specialist Sode was 
married to another woman,the former Linda Bowers, 
who had served with her in the military until 1975, 
after which Bowers had taken the name Kristian von 
Hoffburg. 

In November 1976, Marie Sode and Kristian von 
Hoffburg, a transsexual (someone who has undergone 
a sex-change operation) were married by judge James 
Sawyer, who says he did not realize they were both 
of the same sex. 

There is nothing in Alabama state law which pre¬ 
vents one woman from marrying another woman or 
a transsexual. V^on Hoffburg testified about taking 
hormone injections and planning to undergo a sex- 
change operation. And wife Marie Sode claimed that 
she herself showed no "'homosexual iendencies," as 
she was convinced she was married to a male. At this 
writing, the case is under review. It is not the type of 
case the Army likes to publicize, although the prin¬ 
cipals have appeared on TV.

T he photos of the iate Elvis Presley 
on this page are collector's items. I 
took some in 1955 in a room on the 
sixth floor of the Peabody Hotel in 
Memphis, Tenn. 

Elvis referred to them as "my first 
glamour pinups." Although he was only 
20 at the time and knew nothing about 
photography, he had definite ideas on 
the image he wanted to project. 

"Suh," he said politely, "you gotta 
promise not to snap me even if I'm just 
smilin' slightly, even if I'm just grinnin'." 

"Elvis," I responded, "this is the sec¬ 
ond day we've spent together, and I'm 
not going to promise you a damn thing 
unless you stop calling me 'suh.'" 

Elvis, agreed to control his traditional 
Southern politeness. He then explained 
why he opposed smiling. "I've made a 
study of Marlon Brando," he said. "I've 
made a study of poor Jimmy Dean [the 
actor had recently been killed in a car 


crash]. I've made a study of myself. And 
I know why girls, at least the young 
'uns, go for us. We're sullen, we're 
broodin', we're somethin' of a menace. 

"I don't understand it exactly," he 
went on. "But that's what girls like in 
men. I don't know anything about Hol¬ 
lywood. But I know that you can't be 
sexy if you smile. You can't be a rebel 
if you grin. If you don't mind, just let 
me pose myself." 

And with that he stripped off his 
shirt, flopped himself on the floor, 
edged up against the bed, lay his head 
on the mattress, and soulfully looked 
up at the ceiling. I pressed the shutter. 

Later I photographed him in a barber¬ 
shop, walking along Poplar Avenue, 
sitting behind the wheel of a new Cadil¬ 
lac at his then home on Audubon Drive 
and Park Avenue with his mother 
Gladys, his father Vernon, and his 
grandmother Minnie. 


Matty Brescia, a correspondent for 
Variety, the show business trade paper, 
was with me the first day I called on 
Elvis in Memphis. Recently I checked 
my notes against his memory. 

"Could it be true," I asked him, "that 
Mrs. Presley insisted upon serving 
breakfast to you and me and a black 
maid instead of having the maid serve 
us?" 

Brescia says he will never forget that 
day. "There were two black maids," he 
remembers, "not one. And Gladys 
Presley served them both. She was the 
sweetest woman there ever was. I re¬ 
member when you asked for Elvis how 
she said matter-of-factly, 'He's in his 
room with some iil ole blonde. He'll be 
out in a Iil bit.' I thought you were go¬ 
ing to break up—especially after Elvis 
got rid of the girl and you walked in his 
room and found it full of teddy bears."

I remember asking Elvis to pose with 
an armful of teddy bears. He refused. It 
would detract from his '"menace" 
image. "I don't imagine," he said, "you 
could ever get Gary Cooper or Marion 
Brando to do a thing like that." 

I agreed with him and from that point 
on let him call the shots and position 
himself and the camera. 

Elvis was car-crazy and drove Brescia 
and me all over Memphis. He had no 
taste then in clothes, books, art, women, 
or furnishings. He equated bigger with 
better. 

When I suggested that he delay sign¬ 
ing a film contract with Paramount pro¬ 
ducer Hal Wallis and instead go on to 


college and cultivate the life of the 
mind for a few years, he looked at me 
with amazement. 

"I don't 'spect," he said, "you ever 
been poor. We Presleys—^we been poor 
as far back as I can remember." He 
detailed the story of his poverty-ridden 
life and said that when the time came 
for him to die, he wanted to die "a 
happy millionaire." 

Last Aug. 16 at age 42 Elvis Presley 
died a multimillionaire. In his final 
years, he wasn't particularly happy. 

Not nearly so happy as in those two 
pre-Hollywood, pre-Las Vegas days in 
Memphis when he posed himself for

I ike it or not, there is probably a file 
on you at one of some 2000 credit 
bureaus set up across the country. 

- The information in these files is 
used ^ by their subscribers in granting 
credit to customers. But you too can 
and should be aware of what is in your 
record, even if you are not applying for 
credit at the moment. 

For it is important that you know 
what your credit file says about you. 
And because of the 1971 Federal Fair 
Credit Reporting Act, this knowledge is 
a right, rather than a privilege bestowed 
at the option of a credit bureau. 

"First you should get a medical 
checkup, then a dental checkup and 
then a checkup on your reputation," 
says Norman Horowitz, a New York 
consultant who specializes in consumer 
credit. "I think everyone should check 
on their reputation every two years." 

A credit checkup is easy to get for 
anyone willing to take the time and 
trouble to follow through. It all begins 
with a visit or written request to your 
local credit bureau—an organization 
that serves as a clearinghouse of con¬ 
sumer information credit. 

You can usually find the nearest bu¬ 
reau in the Yellow Pages under "Credit 
Rating or Reporting Agendes." Or you 


might ask at a Better Business Bureau, 
or at a bank or department store that 
you patronize. 

What credit bureaus — technically 
known as consumer reporting agerrdes 
—do Is collate and sell credit data on 
consurhers to credit grantors, insurers 
and other businesses. Some are coop¬ 
eratives run by the merchants of a city 
or region, others are Independent busi¬ 
nesses, and still others are units of ma¬ 
jor national chains such as the Trans 
Union Systems Corp. and TRW, Inc. 

You must be informed 

Bureaus are not permitted to inter¬ 
view third parties or collect personal 
information on such subjects as life¬ 
style, political activities and religion 
without first informing you in writing of 
their intent to do so. You may then re¬ 
quest them, in writing, to tell you the 
nature of the investigation. Their proper 
role is to gather facts about one's credit 
history and provide this material to bu¬ 
reau subscribers who may use it only 
when considering the person for credit, 
insurance or employment. 

These bureaus, which are increasingly 
important in our credit-oriented society, 
cooperate with each other in many 
ways. Primarily they exchange files— 


and computer tapes, as electronic data 
processing has replaced manual han¬ 
dling at many credit bureaus—when¬ 
ever people move to an area where 
they're unknown and apply for credit. 

W'hen you inquire about your file at 
a credit bureau, it Is likely to demand 
proper identification. The law requires 
bureaus to give inquirers an oral or 
written review of their particular file, 
but many go beyond the technical re¬ 
quirements and provide the same com¬ 
puterized printout given credit grantors. 

If you have been denied credit within 
the last 30 days, the bureau must offer 
the data at no cost. Otherwise there is 
a charge of between $2 and $10. 

There are four basic categories in the 
typical credit report that help grantors 
decide to whom to extend credit. The 
first is the obvious type of disclosure 
information—such as name, current 
and former addresses, wife's name and 
both Social Security numbers. As a re¬ 
sult of the 1975 Equal Credit Opportu¬ 
nity Act, a wife may require creditors 
to show her participation in a family 
account and to consider her application 
for a separate account in her name. 

The second category encompasses 
past and present employment data on 
the husband and wife, including years 
employed and salaries. And the third 
consists of public record notations that 
might be related to a person's credit 
history and potential—like litigation, 
judgments and bankruptcies. 

The final category is the actual credit 
profile of accounts outstanding, sum¬ 
marized in coded form. The form lists 
every account with its opening date, 
last purchase, amount owed and 
amount past due. The terms of sale 
(open, revolving or installment account) 
are also noted, along with the usual, 
manner of payment 


This coding of accounts—on time, 
past due or a bad debt—has stirred a 
great deal of protest among some con¬ 
sumers and consumer groups. They say 
it represents a subjective interpretation 
of a customer's ability and willingness 
to pay. Many credit bureaus are im¬ 
plementing Crediscope, a format de¬ 
veloped with the assistance of their 
trade association. Associated Credit 
Bureaus. It simply shows how promptly 
payments are made during the year 
without branding It as a "good" or 
"bad" account 

Question any item 

Once you have examined your credit 
file, you can question any item thought 
to be erroneous, vague or misleading. 
The bureau then must reinvestigate and 
delete data it can't substantiate. 

If the credit bureau refuses to change 
a disputed item, you can make a 100- 
word explanatory statement that must 
be entered in the same file. What's 
more, when an adverse item is removed 
by the bureau or a favorable explana¬ 
tory statement added, you can ask that 
all credit grantors who received reports 
on you during the latest six-month pe¬ 
riod be notified. 

Besides correcting errors In your file, 
there is another potential advantage in 
examining these records. Sometimes a 
bureau's information may be incom¬ 
plete, thereby preventing a person with 
an excellent credit history from having 
that background fully disseminated. 

Take the case of a professional man 
who lives in the Northeast and who 
took the opportunity recently to inves¬ 
tigate his file at two credit bureaus in 
his community. One contained entries 
for 11 of his accounts and the other 
mentioned only four. But this man had 
excellent payment records for many 
years at more than 20 stores, banks and 
other sources of credit. 

Add missing names 

This kind of error-by-omission can 
also be corrected by giving a credit bu¬ 
reau the names of the missing accounts 
and requesting they be included in your 
file. Many bureaus charge a fee for this 
service of about $1.50 a name. More¬ 
over, they do not guarantee that com¬ 
panies will respond to their inquiries. 

These minor inconveniences and dif¬ 
ficulties should not stop interested con¬ 
sumers from assuring themselves that 
their records are accurate and up-to- 
date. The wrong information in your 
file today—or the omission of favorable 
information—can prevent you from get¬ 
ting credit later when you need it. By 
exercising your right to check up on the 
credit checkers, you can make sure that 
your payment record is fairly repre¬ 
sented and helps mark you as a good 
credit risk.

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will convert it to energy? Will the price 
be affordable? 

Proven technology already exists for 
a number of conversion methods. The 
best known is the anaerobic digestion 
process. Adding certain strains of bac¬ 
teria to sewage, animal manure or other 
organic matter—the scientific term is 
''biomass"—will produce methane, a 
flammable gas useful as fuel. 

In 1973, an English inventor, Harold 
Bate, converted pig manure to methane 
to run his car. In China and India, peo¬ 
ple use small, inexpensive converters to 
generate methane as a cooking fuel. 

Collection a problem 

Collecting the manure to be con¬ 
verted presents a problem, however. A 
central collection point is necessary. 
But methane is a volatile gas; to use a 
barn or other enclosure would risk ex¬ 
plosion. Andcollecting manure outdoors 
could prove prohibitively expensive. 
Roscoe S. Ward, who works on some 
Energy Department biomass programs, 
made the point with humor: "You can't 
put a bag under every cow's tail—and 
if you did, who'd change the bags?" 

To see if large-scale collection can be 
made economical, the department is 
providing funds to several projects 
around the country'. The largest is a 
feedlot in Bartow, Fla., which has 10,000 
head of cattle. The methane produced 
there is expected to supply most of the 
energy needed for the meat-packing 
plant nearby. 

Most cities simply collect garbage 
and haul it to dumps or landfills. In the 
future, however, cities might send their 
garbage to processing pTants that sepa¬ 
rate organic substances—^wood, paper, 
rubber, most plastics—from inorganic 
materials such as metal, sand and glass. 

Mashed to pieces 

Tree trunks and engine blocks, along 
with normal garbage, would go through 
a shredder in which huge hammers 
mash everything into pieces no larger 
than a few square inches. Metals would 
be sold to recycling plants. 

Such a plant is now working in Ames, 
Iowa. According to Arnold Chantland, 
director of public works, all the garbage 
from the surrounding county's 65,000 
residents is taken to this plant, which 
can handle up to 400 tons a day. The 
organic matter goes to a power plant 
where it is burned to generate electri¬ 
city. "We figure we're recovering 93 
percent of the waste material that 
comes into the plant," Chantland said. 

At present, however, it would still be 
cheaper to haul the county's garbage to 
a dump. "We're paying about $2 to 


$2.50 a ton more than we would for 
landfill," said Chantland. But he added: 
"This is not discouraging to us. Our 
volumes have increased; fuel and land¬ 
fill costs are rising." 

Yet another method of turning or¬ 
ganic matter to energy is pyrolysis. The 
material is heated in a kiln without oxy¬ 
gen and converted into energy-rich 
fuels such as synthetic oil, gas or char 
(similar to charcoal). 

Turning garbage into energy is still 
relatively expensive. A processor capa¬ 
ble of handling 1000 tons a day would 
cost about $50 million, according to 
Walter. "Where there's good cheap 
landfill," he said, "it does not look eco¬ 
nomical" to build such plants. 

There are also environmental consid¬ 
erations. "A lot of people wouldn't 
want a 1000-ton-a-day garbage plant 
located next to them," Walter noted. 

Good design is key 

Stephen A. Lingle of the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency thinks good 
design will be the key to public accep¬ 
tance. "Most plants are designed to have 
a negative air pressure to keep air flow¬ 
ing into the plant," he said. "If you walk 
into some of these plants, you'll smell 
Solid waste. But outside, at a reason-, 
able distance, you shouldn't smell it." 

But garbage does not necessarily have 
to be ground, mashed and burned to 
create fuel. Nature produces methane 
in landfills, and wells can be drilled to 
tap the gas. Tl^is is now being done at 
the Palos Verdes landfill near Los Ange¬ 
les. The gas is pulufied, pumped directly 
into the local company's pipeline and 
delivered to 3000 • homes that would 
otherwise burn scarce natural gas. 

Sewage is another potential source 
of energy, thanks to water hyacinths, 
fast-growing plants that have often 
clogged waterways in the Deep South. 
Scientists at the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration in Bay St. 
Louis, Miss., have found that one acre 
of sewage contains enough nutrients 
to grow 800-1600 pounds of water hya¬ 
cinths a day. The plants—which can 
turn murky sewage into clear water— 
not only absorb wastes, pesticides and 
toxic chemicals, they can also be har¬ 
vested and converted to methane. 

Future uncertain 

Whether waste will eventually pro¬ 
vide substantial supplies of energy is 
anybody's guess at present. A variety of 
technological processes show promise, 
but It will be a number of years before 
we know how much of today's garbage 
can be put to work economically in 
tomorrow's gas tanks. ^

WASHINGTON, D.C 
ne of America's more promising 
sources of new energy may be as 
near as your garbage can. Accord¬ 
ing to Donald K. Walter, head of 
the Department of Energy's waste-tech¬ 
nology branch, the average household 
of four persons could "potentially pro¬ 
vide roughly 37 percent of the energy it 
needs from the waste it produces. 


"Waste is an underutilized resource," 
Walter told PARADE, "not an environ¬ 
mental problem to be disposed of. Out 
of our urban waste stream, we can s^e 
producing 2 to 3 percent of our na¬ 
tional energy requirements." 

But before that potential can be re¬ 
alized, a number of questions must be 
answered: How will the waste be col¬ 
lected? What technological processes

emergency room at Johns Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore, staff and equipment to cope with kids, says an expert

A 6-year-old boy was carried into 
Johns Hopkins Hospital in Balti¬ 
more last spring. His mother had 
shot him, then killed his little sis¬ 
ter and herself. 

A team of surgeons and pediatricians 
trained to handle juvenile emergencies 
promptly started an intravenous infu¬ 
sion, and Dr. Joseph J. Tepas, the chief 
resident in pediatric surgery, operated 
for hours with special child-sized instru¬ 
ments. The boy recovered. He is living 
with relatives. 

The boy was also wounded emotion¬ 
ally. Every night, he would wake up 



screaming, "'Mama, don't do it!" A psy¬ 
chiatrist at the Johns Hopkins children's 
emergency room worked intensively 
with him and the nightmares stopped. 

Johns Hopkins is one of a growing 
number of hospitals across the country 
that have set up separate emergency 
rooms for children and staffed them 
with pediatric specialists. 

Crippled for life 

According to the American Hospital 
Association (AHA), there is an immense 
need for this emergency care—more 
than 100,000 children are permanently 


crippled each year and 2 million more 
temporarily incapacitated by injuries. 
Fifty-five percent of all deaths of chil¬ 
dren up to age 15 are due to injuries. 
Millions more are treated in hospital 
emergency rooms because they have no 
doctors to tend them. 

But Dr. Willis A. Wingert of Los 
Angeles, official representative of the 
American Academy of Pediatrics on 
the American Medical Association's 
Commission on Emergency Medical 
Services, bluntly states: "More than half 
of the ertiergency rooms in our hos¬ 
pitals don't have the medical expertise 


or the equipment to cope with child 
emergencies. The majority don't have 
an experienced pediatrician on call/' 

Dr, Wingert, who directs the chil¬ 
dren's emergency room at the Los 
Angeles County-University of Southern 
California Medical Center, says: "Most 
emergency room physicians merely had 
a few weeks' training in pediatrics in 
medical school. As a result, they don't 
know much about ill or injured chil¬ 
dren. They often fail to recognize the 
symptoms of some of the most serious 
childhood diseases." 

Dr. J. Alex Haller Jr., children's 
surgeon-in-charge at Johns Hopkins, 
seconds Dr. Wingert: "A child who is 
hurt in an accident or who suddenly 
becomes ill is entitled to the best medi¬ 
cal care possible, but he can't get it in 
the average emergency room. The truth 
is that they put a lower priority on child 
care than on adult care." 

Hospital child abuse 

In the course of an extensive investi¬ 
gation, PARADE encountered case after 
case^of shocking maltreatment of chil¬ 
dren in hospitals. For example: 

• An infant who had convulsions 
was taken to a community hospital in 
the Midwest. It was imperative that an 
airway be opened to her lungs so she 
could breathe, but the emergency room 
didn't have a tracheal tube small 
enough to go down her tiny windpipe. 
The physician on duty tried to use a 
larger tube and permanently mangled 
her larynx. 

• A frightened young mother 
brought her month-old daughter to a 
Southern hospital. "My baby has been 
crying ail night and she won't eat any¬ 
thing," she said. The resident gave the 
baby a cursory examination. He didn't 
order blood tests. "Forget about it," he 
advised the mother. "You've just got a 
cranky baby." Twenty-four hours later, 
the mother came back with her baby 
on the verge of death. Tests were fi¬ 
nally made: They revealed that the in¬ 
fant had a virulent blood- infection. 
Antibiotics saved her. 

Incalculable psychological damage 
can be done to impressionable children 
in adult emergency rooms. Waiting for 
treatment, they may hear and see appall¬ 
ing things: drunks shouting obsceni¬ 
ties, mutilated victims of car crashes 
and people with gunshot wounds. 

Room of horrors 

A 6-year-old patient of Dr. Wingert 
suffered a broken wrist and head lacera¬ 
tions in a school accident He quickly 
got over his injuries, but Dr. Wingert 
says that he was tortured for months by 
the gruesome sights to which he was 
exposed in the emergency room.

Many pediatricians stressed that chil¬ 
dren require different nnedical treat- 
ment than adults. Dr. Margaret Hea- 
garty, who directs the children's emer¬ 
gency room at New York Hospital-Cor- 
nell University Medical Center in New 
York City, says: "The list of things that 
flash through the physician's mental 
computer is very different with children 
than it is with adults. 

'Take fluid balance. It is much more 
important in a child. Diarrhea is usually 
just a minor inconvenience to an adult. 
It can be fatal to a young baby. An adult 
can readily survive the loss of some 
blood; it can be catastrophic to a baby. 
Young children are difficult to diag¬ 
nose; they can't tell you where it hurts. 
Unless a physician has had good train¬ 
ing in pediatrics, he can do more harm 
than good." 

A better chance 

Without exception, the experts agree 
that a* child stands a better chance of 
recovery in a children's emergency 
room. Most of them are situated in uni¬ 
versity-affiliated teaching hospitals or in 
children's hospitals. Some community 
hospitals now have them, too. 

Los Angeles County Hospital-USC 
Medical Center, which attends to 90,- 
000 children annually, has one of the 
best. It is open 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, with top pediatricians and 
pediatric nurses always on duty. It has 
its own X-ray and laboratory facilities. 
In most hospitals, a patient may have 
to wait hours for X-^rays. Here, a child 
can be X-rayed and the developed 
plates will be in the hands of a physi¬ 
cian in 15 minutes. 

Two experienced admissions clerks 
take down each child's history and de- 
cride whether immediate attention is 
required. A convulsing child, a child 
with bad diarrhea or a newborn baby 
is seen by a doctor instantly. In accident 
cases, "anything broken, burned or 
bleeding" is rushed right through. 

Gloria Marquez, the head nurse, con¬ 
tinually checks the waiting room to 
make sure that no sick or injured child 
is neglected. "Many parents mislead the 
admissions clerks because they don't 
understand how ill their children are," 
she says. 

Sickle cell crisis 

Any hour of the day or night, you can 
see desperately ill children in the 
emergency room. A black teenager 
arrived one afternoon doubled over in 
agony. A doctor saw at once that the 
boy was in a sickle cell anemia crisis. 
He hooked up an intravenous infusion 
and injected morphine to ease the pain. 
Slowly, the crisis passed. 

Some of the emergency room pedia¬ 
tricians are diagnostic magicians. A 3-

or been nrentally crippled. As it was, 
we admitted her, dosed her with anti¬ 
biotics, and she fully recovered." 

The doctors in children's emergency 
rooms are particularly skilled at detect¬ 
ing child abuse. Last winter, a 3-year- 
old girl was brought to the Children's 
Hospital of Los Angeles after three days 
of vomiting. Her parents said that sev¬ 
eral community hospitals had treated 
her for bruises and soft tissue injuries 
and had discovered nothing serious. 

The hospital's doctors found the girl 
to be dehydrated, but they suspected 
something more. How did she get those 
bruises and soft tissue injuries? 

They ordered a gastrointestinal X- 
ray. The "Gl" series revealed a bruise 
on her intestines suggesting that she'd 
been hit a vicious blow in her midsec¬ 
tion. Then a skeletal survey disclosed 
healing fractures of her arms, legs and 
ribs. She was admitted to the hospital 
as a battered child, her parents arrested. 

Dr. Janis Mendelsohn, director of the 
children's emergency room at the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago Hospital, feelingly 
says, "We're always on the watch for 
the telltale signs of child abuse. Unex¬ 
plained burns, bruised and broken 
bones, things like that. We've learned 
to recognize them by long, heartbreak¬ 
ing experience." 

Emergency network 

The children's emergency room at 
Johns Hopkins Hospital serves the en¬ 
tire state of Maryland. Any child who 
suffers a life-threatening injury that is 
too much for his local hospital is 
brought to Johns Hopkins in Baltimore 
by state police helicopter. The Maryland 
Institute for Emergency Medical Ser¬ 
vices has set up a $1 million radio net¬ 
work linked with every ambulance in 


the state. It coordinates the movements 
of accident victims. 

An amazingly large number of chil¬ 
dren come into Johns Hopkins with 
gunshot wounds. Not long ago, a boy, 
9, and his pal, 8, got into a fight. The 
younger boy grabbed his father's loaded 
shotgun and fired at the other. 

More than 100 birdshot pellets ripped 
his body. His lungs collapsed. 

Airlifted to life 

A doctor at a local hospital cut a hole 
in the boy's windpipe to allow him to 
breathe. But that was as much as he 
could do. Johns Hopkins Hospital was 
the only hope. In minutes, a state police 
helicopter was flying him there. 

It took two delicate operations, but 
the boy's life was saved. 

A visit to a children's emergency 
room can be expensive. At Los Angeles 
County Hospital, it costs $58 including 
all X-rays and laboratory tests. At New 
York Hospital, the charge is $30 plus 
X-rays and lab fees. Fortunately, most 
Blue Cross plans pay for emergency 
room visits. For instance, the Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield of Greater New York 
covers emergency room treatments for 
accidental injuries and "any case of 
sudden and serious illness." 

Whatever the cost, you owe it to your 
children to make certain they can get 
competent medical care in an emer¬ 
gency. As Samuel J.Tibbitts, board chair¬ 
man of the American Hospital Associa¬ 
tion, says: "Wise parents should check 
the hospitals in their community right 
now to find ope with a pediatric emer¬ 
gency room. If you can't locate one, try 
to find a hospital emergency room near 
you that has a pediatrician on call. 
There is no substitute for pediatric skill 
when your child's life is at stake." 


year-old girl was brought in recently 
with a low-grade fever. Dr. Wmgert 
exantined her. "There were no physical 
findings outside of a little fever," he 
says. "Her neck was a bit stiff, but not 
really. However, she had a peculiar ex¬ 
pression on her face. She was frowning 
and looked worried- Something about 
her expression bothered me, and I did 
a spinal tap. Sure enough, she had 
spinal meningitis, about as deadly a 
disease as a child can have. 

"If I'd only had two months' training 
in pediatri?:s, I probably wouldn't have 
given that expression a second thought.

In August 1977, the 
height of the tourist sea¬ 
son, Venezuela was ranked 
sixth and Iran tenth among

The U.S. Travel Service, 
which keeps^ track of such 
developments, reports 
that tourists from Iran 
jumped 66.3% from the year 
before, while the number 
of visiting Venezuelans 
increased 29.6%. 

Saudi Arabia produces 
more oil than Iran or 
Venezuela, but it has a 
relatively small popula¬ 
tion, about 9 million, of 
whom few travel,.

’’About 30,000 people in 
the U.S.,” explains Fred¬ 
erick Griffith, director 
of the eye bank, ’’suffer 
corneal blindness, and 
about 5 million throughout 
the world are victims of 
it. But we’re only get¬ 
ting about 3000 corneas 
a year. 

”If only people would 
bequeath their corneas— 
not even the whole eye—to 
any of the 69 eye banks we 
have in the U.S., we could 
prevent a great deal of 
blindness. 

’’Several states,” he 
adds, ’’permit car-drivers 
to bequeath their corneas 
in case of accidental 
death, and many states 
have passed anatomical 
gifts acts permitting much 
the sam*e thing.”

fluential OPEC countries 
are Saudi Arabia and Iran, 
which between them control 
48% of the oil output. At 
the recent OPEC meeting in 
Caracas, Venezuela, both 
agreed to delay an in¬ 
crease in the price of 
oil. Why? 

The Saudis are counting 
on Jimmy Carter to oversee 
a Middle East settlement ( 
in a fair and equitable 
manner. The Shah wants 
Jimmy Carter to okay ship¬ 
ments of the latest mili¬ 
tary hardware to Iran. 

Both countries know that 
there is a temiporary glut 
of oil on the market; with 
the arrival of oil from 
Alaska and the North Sea 
and sluggish demand for 
oil worldwide, this is not 
quite the time to raise 
prices. 














If South Af¬ 
rica develops 
and explodes a nuclear homh of its own, 
the Soviet Union might he tempted to sup¬ 
ply South Africa’s neighbors with nuclear 
arms. That’s the opinion of Andrew Young, 
our outspoken Ambassador to the United 
Nations. 

In a recent TY interview. Young said that 
a South African nuclear blast might well 
drive a number of neighboring countries to 
seek nuclear weapons from any source. 

”It’s reasonable to assume,” Young ex¬ 
plained, ’’that they could get nuclear 
weapons much more sophisticated than those 
South Africa can build. And they wouldn’t 
necessarily get them from us.” 

Does that mean the Soviet Union would 
supply nuclear bombs to Mozambique, Angola 
and other countries neighboring South 
Africa? Said Young: ”I think they’d be 
awfully tempted.”

Russell has performed at same Washington hotel for 16 years. Politicians 
listen to his quips, feel out-of-towners' reactions reflect national attitudes. 


WASHINGTON, D.C 
omedian Mark Russell is so '"in'" 
here that when he delivers a line 
it sometimes isn't just laughed at 
—it's taken apart and analyzed. 

Recently a staffer on the House Ethics 
Committee asked Russell where he had 
learned that the Pentagon knew seven 
years ago about Koreans attempting to 
bribe Congressmen. "It was nothing 1 
wanted to go to jail over/' jokes Rus¬ 
sell, "so 1 handed over my source—the 
front page of The Wall Street Journal." 

Russell, 45, has been Washington's 
premier wit-without-malice since the 
late 1950's, when he started developing 
his piano-comedy routine at the now- 
defunct Carroll Arms—a bar on Capitol 
Hill that attracted everyone from Joe 
McCarthy to Bobby Kennedy. 

Now at the Shoreham Americana 
Hotel for more than 16 years, Russell 
appears twice nightly, Tuesday through 
Saturday, at the hotel's Marquee 
Lounge. He also does five specials a 
year on public television, regular local 
radio and television spots, and a four- 
day-a-week column syndicated in more 
than 100 newspapers. 

His mainstay is the topical one-liner 
—"Morality in government means if a 
politician accepts money from the Ko¬ 
reans, he must give 10 percent to the 
church"—mined most often from the 
four newspapers he reads daily: The 
Washington Post, The Washington Star, 
The Wall Street journal and The New 
York Times, 

Political humor is Russell's first love. 
"You. can't knock the Washington 
Monument," he says. "That's a sacred 
shrine. But some of the marble people 
in this town you can. My game is mak¬ 
ing fun of their game. ' 

The biggest game in town, of course, 
is jimmy Carter. 

Early fun 

Russell had some early fun with the 
new President, whose voters he termed 
"Carter's little lever pals," He described 
the good ole boys as "the kind of guys 
who think Roots is a book about gar¬ 
dening," and he called Billy Carter "a 
light drinker—-as soon as it's light, he 
starts drinking." 

But he did away with "the peanuts 
and hillbilly stuff" after a couple of 
months. "Then 1 got worried,'' he says. 
"For a while I was approving of just 
about everything Carter did—the fire¬ 
side chat, the cardigan sweater. He 
looked like a Christmas card. 

"Then," says Russell, "a very promi¬ 
nent member of the Administration 
stated that the only way we were going 
to get relief from the severe winter was 


through higher temperatures. And I 
thought—well. I'm back in business." 

One reason why politicians here 
listen closely to Russell is that he pro¬ 
vides a local barometer of the national 
political mood. The hotel audiences are 
heavily peppered with out-of-towners 
whose reactions to Russell's routines af¬ 
ford a quick gauge of sentirngnts. 
around the country. 

"Political humor," says Russell, "is 
alive and flourishing, but it's related 
more to events than personalities. Peo¬ 
ple. are interested in politics, but only 
as it affects their own pocketbooks. The 
Korean thing hasn't provoked anybody. 
The attitude is: Politicians accept 
bribes. What else is new?' But mini¬ 
mum wage, tax bills—bread-and-butter 
issues—that's the kind of thing people 
are relating to." 

A typical example: "People say we 
shouldn't send wheat to Russia, that 
this means bread will eventually cost a 
dollar a loaf. Well, my friends, if it 
comes to that, it will be because we 
had to import the wheat from Canada, 
And where does Canada get the wheat? 
From the Russians! And where do the 
Russians get the wheat? From us! That's 
why they call it Wonder Bread!" 

A key to Russell's popularity is that 
most of his audience seems to identify 
with him. "My roots," he says "are 
middle class to lower middle. My 
mother always worked." 


Born Mark Ruslander in Buffalo, N.Y., 
Russell migrated with his family to Flor¬ 
ida in 1950 and the following year to 
Alexandria, Va., where his father 
opened a gas station. He quit college in 
his freshman year to join the Marines, 
leaving three years later with the 
Marine insignia tattooed on his left arm. 

Russell looks like everyman—not too 
tall or short, not too fat or thin—^with 
dark hair and horn-rimmed glasses on 
a face that is moderateness itself. 

Russell's humor is also moderate— 
another reason he may be easy to iden¬ 
tify with. "We're in an anything-goes 
era," he says, "which I am grateful for. 
There are no longer topics to be 
avoided. You can say anything for 
shock purposes." But Russell uses fa¬ 
miliar techniques to soften the blow, 
smooth rough edges. When he delivers 
a Zinger, it's couched in what he calls 
"traditional Henny Youngman style." 

Familiar formula 

"My delivery—the way I put it to¬ 
gether," he says, "is an old structure. 
My audiences are comfortable with 
that. I'm not off-the-wall—the formula 
is familiar." 

And he admits to "pulling punches." 
"Instead of saying that Richard Helms 
lied,' I say something like 'told less 
than the truth.' It makes a difference 
between something strident and some¬ 
thing a little lighter. I'm not a message 


deliverer. We're still tiy^ing to get laughs 
here—to have some fun."- 

For Russell, the hostile political hu¬ 
mor of the Sixties has given way to a 
certain blandness: "There's a gentleness 
that dominates the humor scene. 1 don't 
think of Carter as an Eisenhower, but the 
era is something like that. If you're 
working, things are relatively good. 
Someone has called it an era of good 
feeling, jane Fonda was on the johnny 
Carson show. That wouldn't have hap¬ 
pened a couple of years ago." 

Russell is afraid he's become "an 
Establishment figure," and in fact 
may be so acceptable that any day he'll 
receive his first invitation to an official 
White House function. "I had a private 
tour once," he says. "1 loved it. But to 
be right there as an Invited guest— 
that's very seductive." 

Russell thinks he'd probably feel very 
kindly toward the Carter family after 
that... at least for two or three days. 

A sampling of the wit and wisdom of 
Mark Russell:
